'I he changeover is part of 
what the new assessor calls his 
"Three-K program" equaliza­ 
tion, efficiency, and economy.

I'pon taking office in De­ 
cember. Watson announced he 
would no longer employ a 
corps of field appraisers to 
assess household furnishings.

INSTEAD. THIS assessment 
is being computed lectronic- 
ally. at a ratio of from 4 to 
10 per cent of the assessed val­ 
uation of your residential im­ 
provement.

i Residential improvement." 
Is assessors' language for one's 
living space, whether house or 
apartment. The household 
furnishings, regardless of who 
owns the particular residence. 
Landlords will be provided 
with forms to designate owner­ 
ship of furnishings of their 
rental units.)

In general, the new assess­ 
ment method works like this:

THE PERCENTAGE ratio op­ 
erates in an ascending scale ac­ 
cording to the assessed valua­ 
tion of the residence: starting

at 4 per cent on homes as­ 
sessed under $2,500. graduat­ 
ing to 4.5 per cent, to 5 per 
cent, etc. up to 10 per cent 

In other words, the more 
valuable your home the higher 
the percentage ratio applied to 
find the assessed valuation of 
your household furnishings.

The logic of this is based on 
the fact that more expensive 
furnishings are generally found 
in more expensive homes

THE FKilRK arrived at elec­ 
tronically is the gross amount 
of the assessed valuation of 
your household furnishings.

Deducted from this figure is 
the standard $100 household­ 
er's exemption to which every 
householder, whether an owner 
or a tenant, is entitled 

Anyone whose furnishings 
assessment would come to less 
than $50 after the household­ 
er's deduction can forget the
